Organized crime is gaining 
a foothold in the businesses of 
B.C. because of easy legisla- 
tion, it was charged in the 
legislature Tuesday. 

The gambling connections of 
Benguet Consolidated  Ltd., 
the company which controls 
Alpine Outdoors Recreation 
Resource Ltd, in the proposed 
development of Cypress Bowl, 
are “‘only a symptom of this 
disease,” Allan Williams 
(L—West Vancouver-Howe 
Sound) said during discussion 
of the attorney-general’s. esti- 
Mates. 

Every day, said Williams, 
organized crime seeks oppor- 
tunities to invest its illicit 
profits in legitimate private 
enterprise. 

AVOID DISCLOSURE 

Under present provincial 
laws, it is easy -to- avoid 
disclosure. of holdings in com- 
panies, he said. Someone else 
could hold shares for the real 
owners, 

‘Williams suggested a cor- 
porations’ disclosure act to 
Make it possible to uncover 
exactly who are actual owners 
of shares.

Manhattan Foregoes 


Full Passage lest

OUSTON, Tex. — The United 
States petroleum industry has 
-switched. strategy in its assault on 
the Northwest Passage through Can- 
ada’s Arctic. 


Humble Oil, owners of the Man- 
hattan which successfully forced her 
way through the ice of the passage 
last year, said today the reinforced 
1,005-foot icebreaking oil tanker is 
returning to northern waters about 
April 1, but will engage in tests in 
Baffin Bay and thé \Eastern Arctic. 


They said the tanker will con- 
tinue experiments to determine the 
economic feasibility of transporting 
crude oil from Alaska’s North Slope 
fields to the U.S. East Coast by sea. 


* * * 
“—~"Objective of the second voyage is 
to establish a cost comparison 


between tanker transport of oil and 
construction of an overland pipeline. 


“We expect no record - 
precedent and our planned activities 
will be mainly restricted to the 
measuring of ice and testing the 
ship’s performance,” the spokesman 
said.

DRINKING AGE 
DROPS TO 19° 


The age of majority in British Columbia will 
be lowered from 21 to 19 years of age in a bill 
introduced into the legislature today by Attorney- 
General Peterson. 

This’ means that persons 19 years of age will 
be eligible to purchase and consume liquor, hold 
property, get married without permission of par- 
ents, and any other rights previously granted 
persons 21 or over. 


_ The bill automatically means all references to 
age 21 in existing statutes will be read as 19, and 


‘ gives the cabinet power to amend any regional or 


municipal bylaw to substitute the age of 19 for 21.

The American Eskimo is in a poor way.-The depths 
of his despair are reached every night on Fourth Avenue 
in Anchorage, Alaska. 


He Jurches from bar to-bar until he collapses in the 
gutter. It's the cue for’ pursed lips’ from the white 
Americans: the’ Eskimo is known to be feckless and lazy, 
and the Anchorites are shamed of Fourth Avenue. 


Theirs is a clean, modern city in a debutante State 
teetering on the edge of success. There is oil in the Arctic 
North. The September land-lease sales of oil-rich tundra 
brought the State $900 million.. 


There will be more land sales, yielding equivalent 
sums. Alaska has become an oil sheikhdom. : 


For Alaskans these are stirrifg times. But the 
Eskimo in the Anchorage gutter hardly sees the situa- 
tion in this light. 


He is married with five children. He has worked 
sporadically in a lumber mill. He has invested his last 
few dollars to job-hunt in Anchorage. 


On. arrival he séeks consolation in the bars as. a 
refuge from a bureaucracy crueller than anything 
invented by Kafka. He does not belong to a union, he is 
screened out of State jobs by State educational standards, 
and out of federal jobs by federal standards. 


_ In Anchorage you can now buy car stickers that read 
‘Eskimo Power.’ As if to mock the brave words, there 
was a forlorn demonstration outside the recent land sales. 


‘The Eskimos claim that the land for sale is theirs by - 


right of previous long-standing ownership: that when the 
U.S. Administration paid the Russians $7.2 million for 
Alaska in 1867, the political hegemony was purchased, not 
the freehold of the land. 


Swarming with Bailiffs 


They claim that while the barren tundra was useless 
to the white man, he was content to let the Eskimo roam 
over it. But after the-diseovery of.the oil, the white man's 
law could show that the Eskimo was a squatter. : 


Not that the Arctic is swarming with oil company 
bailiffs evicting Eskimos from their homesteads.. The 
land is deceptively barren and apparently deserted, There 
are no Eskimo settlements as such within 100 miles. 


But the Eskimo is a nomad: He follows the 
migrations of birds and beasts, The sale of these leases 
(with presumably more sales to follow as the scale of the 
oil strike becomes known) excludes him from a hunting 
ground rich in game at certain times of the year. 


Much of that game now finds its way into the 
stockpots of the drilling camps. On the walls are notices 


encouraging the men to apply for game licences. While I - 
home-killed 


was at Sagwon the whole camp lived oh 

caribou. 

; If this is bearable, what is not are the large forturies 
that non-Eskimo Alaskans have made out of the oil boom. 
If not the freeholder de jure, the Eskimo regards himself 
as the owner de facto. 


Thus the apparently unjust situation has arisen where 
a clever speculator (inevitably a white American) who 
has bought a few thousand acres of Arctic tundra at a 
landlease sale fora risible sum; can sell the lease to an 
oil company for millions, while the Eskimo, who has lived 
on and off that land, sinks into a more abject and helpless 


poverty. 


Begin to Flex Muscles 


Last year two Fairbanks men. became millionaires in 
this way. They were Tom Miklautsch, a pharmacist, and 
Cliff Burglin, a supplier of office equipment. 

But there are signs of a little muscle-flexing among 
the Eskimos, The Constitution makes education compul- 
sory. While most Eskimo children never make the grade 
because their first years at school are taken up in 
learning English, a small Eskimo intelligentsia is forming 


‘at the University of Alaska. 


If it ean be persuaded to return north to help its 
people — a big ‘if’ — the result could be dramatic, But 
even as it is, the Eskimos have organized themselves into 
12 districts, with delegates and a headquarters in 


“Anchorage presided over by Emil Notti, who has an 


electronics degree from San Francisco. 


His ultimate aim is Eskimo self-determination: the 
immediate aim to wring some. compensation from the 
State for loss of land, The Eskimos are asking for a lump 
sum of $500 million, an Eskimo reserve of 40 million 
acres, and a perpetual 2 per cent royalty on oil 
production, Notti’s agency has appealed four times to the 
Senate in the last two years without success. 

It would be unfair in all this to represent the oil 
companies as irresponsible exploiters. They are nothing 
of the kind. Indeed, the very politics of the situation 
demand that they behave and are seen to behave. 


Fry to Placate Concern 


Pressures from the Wilderness Society and the Sierra 
Club—which has seen so much debauching of the land in 
the sotithern 48 States—has held up vital decisions on the 
pipe-line right-of-way. 


‘In the light of the concern felt in Washington, the oil 
companies, and the State of Alaska government, which of 
course. stands to gain enormously from. the oil discovery, 
have gone to great pains to placate concern felt-in the 
south, . <a 

But years of exploitation by the white man have left 
the Eskimo suspicious. The oil companies’ sudden 
conversion to conservation could be mere posture striking 
towards Washington. : 


When the pipe-line route is agreed, the animal may 


well revert to type, and in the two areas that affect him\. 


personally, he has little fo cheer about. His hunting 
grounds are disappearing—and all but a very few jobs 
are going to white men. 

Barrow is the largest and most sophisticated Eskimo 
community, Becuase it has a school and a hospital, it is 
something of a magnet, and more and more fishing 
villages are being abandoned. 

There is electricity and a piped fuel supply from a 
nearby natural gas well. There is a weekly newspaper,

the Tundra Times, and television—videotapes are flown in 
from Anchorage and transmitted from a local station. 


The native hut of peat sods has given way- to the 
prefabricated shack. The motor-sledge has made the 
husky redundant, thus relieving the Eskimo of the task of 
providing meat all the year around. 


Barrow Like Shanty Town 


For all this Barrow has paid a price. When the 
Eskimo was a nomad, he dropped his waste over a wide 
area. In the Arctic nothing decomposes very quickly, and 
permafrost hinders burial. 

. In permanent settlements; there is” a disposal 
problem. Barrow looks like a shanty town through .which 


a retreating army has fled in haste. It is strewn with 


garbage. Sewage in oil drums is: dumped on the edge of 
a nearby lake. a i 

Adults are hardly to be seen on the streets of Barrow 
by day, and itis a strange sensation to walk about a town 
seemingly populated by the very young. 

The adults are indoors drunk, sleeping off hangovers, 
or sprawling over the floors and tables of the cafes, 
shouting or murmuring in slurred Inupiat. 

It is a dreadful picture ofa culture undermined by 
the white man, living in a spiritual vacuum, too 
hopelessly corrupted to return-to the simple life, arid too 
poor to profit from anything other than the worst in the 
white man’s culture, 

Ironically, : Barrow is a ‘dry’~town- But nothing 
prevents orders being placed -in Fairbanks, 500 miles 
away. The Town Magistrate, Sadie Neokuk, recently 
conducted a survey from airline freight bills. She 
discovered that 7,000 pounds of liquor—cheap whisky and 
brandy—come. into Barrow each week. - 

The effect on the children is disastrous. The’ Council 
have tried to.introduce a system of curfews—9:30 p.m. on 


schooldays, 10:30 p.m. at weekends—but without the co- 
operation of parents it is unenforceable. 

At best, the children run wild, forming -gangs that 
centre around the Polar Bear’ Cinema (an amusement 
hall run by white men); at worst, they are literally 
starving, as the dole money goes on booze. Juvenile 
erime is rampant, and last year some teenagers began 
‘glue-sniffing’ — inhaling the vapour of epoxy-resin: 
through polythene bags. Drugs had arrived. 

The city fathers have decided to make the best of a 
bad job. Since so much liquor was coming. in anyway, it 
was felt that the. town might as well profit from: its 
downfall, rather than subsidize the merchants of Fair- 
banks. By 155 to 139 votes, Barrow voted ‘wet.’ 

Experiments‘in other Eskimo towns are nota happy 
augury. The introduction of liquor to Kotzebue coincided 
with a series of brawl-murders, and Kotzebue went ‘dry’ 
again. : 

A guilty conscience has prodded the white man to 
disburse a generous dole, family allowances, free medical 
treatment and free education” 

If anything, this has made the situation worse. It has 
blunted the Eskimo’s traditional skills, and reduced him 
to a drone, dependent on the white man’s charity. 

Even the form of education he receives has-been a 
mixed blessing: He leaves school neither with 
his Eskimo culture nor with his new American gloss, At 
school.he is not taught about himself in any real sense. 


Give Them Real Work. 


At Barrow, the powerful missions and a few rich 
whaling families must not be antagonized. The school, 
whatever it may wish, cannot tell the truth about the 
crimes of the early whalers or the catastrophic blunders 
of the early missionaries that started the Eskimo on his 
decline. sale 

. & part-answer to the mess is to provide the Eskimo 
with real work, and with the oil boom just bursting, the 
work is there. 

The pantomime of souped-up tambourine-beating and 
blanket-tossing that the Eskimos dutifully perform for 
tourists on the Grand Tour could then stop. Real work on 
the oil rigs would at least restore their self-respect—even 
if their sense ‘of identity is totally lost.

Polywater: New Mystery Matter of Science. 


Everybody knows about 
water. 

It boils at 100 degrees 
centigrade, freezes at zero. It 
covers about three-fourths of 
the earth’s surface and the 
human body is 90 per cent 
water. Without water, there 
would be no life on earth. 
Just about the first chem- 
ical formula children learn is 
for water — H20. 

Now science has discovered 
a new H20 — a substance 
named polywater that has the 
same chemical formula but 
looks, acts and feels like an 
entirely different substance. 

Scientists don’t know .much 
about this new-type of water 
— only about a whisky jigger 
full of it has been made in 
labs scattered around the 
world. 

a 

They do know, however, 

that it is very different from 


common water. It doesn’t "from 


freeze, but solidifies into a 
glass-like substance — not ice 
— at about 40 degrees below 
zero. In its solid state, it 
expands much less than 
water. 

No one knows its boiling 
point — but it is greater than 
500 degrees centigrade. It is 
almost ‘twice. as dense as 
water — looking, says Dr. 
Ellis R. Lippincott of the 
University of Maryland, like 
glycerin or droplets of baby 
oil. You can poke a hole in it 
with a thin wire. 

Most startling, its infrared 
spectrum — the unique linear 
fingerprint that every chem- 
ical compound shows when 


‘infrared light passes through 


it — differs from any known 
substance. 


This was determined when 
the spectrum from polywater 


Scientists think they know 
what makes the H20 of 
ordinary water different from 
the H20_ of polywater. 

It is the molecular structure 
of the and the 
bonds that hold the. hydrogen 
and oxygen together. These 


~bonds never have been seen 


‘They were suggested as 
long. ago as the 1920s by 
Maurice Huggins, a pioneer 
researcher in hydrogen bonds. 

The bonis that hold the 
hydrogen and ‘oxygen ‘together 
in ordinary water, Lippincott 
said in an interview in his

Maryland lab, are weak. The 
hydrogen is also close to the 
oxygen. : 


In polywater, however, the 
bonds are ‘much stronger. 
This is what causes its 
unusual properties and leads 
to its name of polywater, or a 
polymer of water. A polymer 
is a long chain of giant 
molecules. 

Research on. polywater has 
been difficult. Scientists have 
been unable to make it in 
large amounts and up, to now, 
have concentrated in proving 
that it indeed was anew form 
of H20 worthy of study. 

Actually, the technique for 
making polywater is simple 
and . doesn’t require great, 
complicated apparatus, Some 
chemists have, quipped that it 
could be made in someone's 


would be impossible in the 
basement. 

The other pressing problem 
is making it in large quanti- 
ties. For instance, Lippincott 
estimates that only-a gram or 
two have been made at the 
University of Maryland—and 
never at the same time.

Polywater Sciaaees has to 
be made in tiny tubes.” The 
first were capillaries about 
the thickness of a thread. 
Now, though, Maryland scien- 
tists use tubes as thick as a 
tenth of an inch. 

Although polywater is sup- 
posed to be easy to store, it 
doesn't always work out that 
way. It tends to ‘‘creep’’ 
away up the walls of a tube 
and out the open end. Many 
a researcher has found his 
polywater gone with a tiny 
layer of film on the workbench

The. assessments, upon 
which business tax is calcu- 
lated (last year 6% per cent), 
have risen by three, four and 
five times their 1969 levels, 
operators contend. 

No - explanation’ of the 
dramatic rise has been given 
by city hall, they say. 

Today, city assessor Alfred 
Joyce said the entire business 
assessment roll has been 
updated. 

“All business premises . in 
the city of Victoria, including 
service stations, are being 
assessed on the same basis," 
he said. 

City manager Dennis Young

ment roll had risen from: $9.5 
million to $12.5 million. 

“There was no. relationship 
to actual rental values,” 
Joyce said, even though 
actual rentals only were used 
as a guide when the assess- 
ments were calculated:

Recently I had the good 
fortune to accompany my 
husband to a conference at 
Copenhagen. It wasn't - 
planned, and I didn’t have 
much time, which made it all 
the moré fim and enjoyable. 

I had been in Copenhagen 
only once before when I was 
on my way to Norway, and as 
I had heard they had a very 
flourishing hand-nit trade, I 
was anxious to learn more 
about it. 

I fourid several shops that 
sold. nothing but yarn and 
wools and various art needie- 
work supplies and two prom- 
inent shops that sold hand-knit 
sweaters that women knit in 
their homes, These are lovely . 
and colorful, and are very 
well made. On the average 
these sweaters were selling 
for about $20, which--by our 
North American standards-is—- 
a bargain.

I found that they. had 
stranded the. yarn actoss on 
the wrong side of the work, 
not’ too loosely that it would 
catch, and not too tightly that 
it would pull and distort the 
pattern. It was interesting 
too, that the patterns had 
been designed so that the wool 
did not have to be stranded 
across more than four 
stitches, :

Spicy Experiments 


By JEAN SHARP 


TORONTO (CP) — An open 
mind and a dab of caution 
both help when you are 
experimenting with~ spices. 
Don't be afraid to try a new 
one, but-use it sparingly until 
you find out how much of it 
you and your family like. 

That's the word frem. Mar- 
jorie Elwood, food consultant 
for the Canadian Spice Asso- 
ciation. : 

If you are a novice «at 
cooking with spice, she sug- 
gests beginning with abasic 


nutmeg, pepper and paprika. 
Paprika is vety ‘important, 
even if you’ use it just for 
adding color to the top of a 
casserole or stuffed eggs or a

“You'll need poultry season- 
ing or thyme. I'm partial to 
thyme because it’s a little 
milder, and I use poultry 
seasoning for casseroles or 
put a pinch in soups. 3 

“People should experiment 
and use spices in. several 
dishes.. Don’t just use curry 


jan dish, don’t just save it 
for that dish. 5 ; 

“To get back ‘to the basic 
list, if you like Garlic at-all, I 
think you might try garlic 
salt. Garlic powder ds straight 
concentrated garlic, garlic 
salt is a mixture and if you 
use it you shoud cut down on 
the salt in a recipe.” 


GET MORE FLAVOR 


She recommends putting ¢ 
whole cloves on the list and 
trying one or two in a pot 
roast or in simmered fresh 
fruit.

She recommends that if you 
haven't used a spice before, 
you should use it sparingly 
and then increase it to your 
own and your family’s taste. 

“Tt surprising how much 
you do increase them. 

“Remember, you shouldn't 
keep spices more than a year 
and should keep them in a 
cool place. Heat can affect 
their flavor. 

“Some of the newer prod- 
ucts are helpful, especially for 
bachelor girls who haven't a 
lot of food stored. 

“There are dried vegetable 
flakes, chopped dried onion, 
freeze-dried chives, lemon and 
orange peel, 

“Tf you want information 
about spices and descriptions 
of them and how to use them, 
write to the spice companies.

Byron Straight of Vancouver, ‘an independent actuary 
who is assisting the committee in its study of car insurance 


premiums, said the techinques for making more money are 
simple. 
“Tf I owned an insurance company . . . I would cream 


the business unmercifully,”” he said, by making insurance 
rates more and more precise for different categories of 
drivers.

He would, for—instance, divide vehicles into various 
categories on the basis of fow‘many miles they are driven to 
and from work each day instead of one general category for 
such- cars. Ba % 

This would enable him to set spécial rates for special 
drivers and attract new business, he said. : 

Asked why some insurance companies don’t seem to be 
making much money, Straight : They're lazy, LeArZ-Y.”” 

But he told the committee that if every company adopted 
his mythieal theoretical approach, the authorities would have 
to step in at some point to impose limits on premiums paid 
by bad drivers or those in high risk categories. 

The lower the price offered to some drivers, the higher 
the price paid by others, 

In fact, Straight said, the system carried to its ultimate 
end .would involve everyone paying his own accident costs 
plus a basic amount for administration costs, And this would 
rule a number of drivers off the road,

As it it already, he said, young drivers pay hefty prices 
for insurance — and those prices don't necessarily cover the 
actual average costs of drivers in their category.

Besides. prohibiting broadcast} 
cigarette ads, the bill provides 
for a new hazardous warning 
label on all cigarette packages 
and prevents the states from 
any further regulation.

“Warning: the surgeon-general 
has determined that- cigarette 
smoking da dangerous to your 
health.’ 


MAKES OONCESSION 


In @ concession to cigarette 
makers, however, the bill bars 


be included in all printed adver- 
tising until July, 1971. 

Senator Frank E. Moss (Dem. | 
Utah) ‘sald the FTC would be 
free to move after then if it de- 
termined the cigarette industry} 
was diverting to the publishing 
media much of the $240,000,000 
it now spends on ‘ broadcast 
commercials. 

In Lexington; Ky., Jack 
Lewyn, a spokesman for the 
Burley Tobacco Growers Co-op- 
erative Association, said it is 
doubtful the bill ‘‘will hurt ciga- 
rette sales very much since TV 
advertising is largely a competi- 
tion among brands and by its| 
nature not intended to create 
new smokers."” 

He noted the industry cites 
voluntarily to withdraw its ad- 
vertising some time ago.

Que. Missed Chances 
‘To Own Labrador 


By BOB BOWMAN: 

There are a fiimber of 
anomalies about the map of 
Canada such. as the Yukon- 
Alsaka border, and the. way 
the State of Maine juts north 
into territory “that looks as 
though it should —belong—to 
New Brunswick arid- Quebec. 
‘The-strangest—quirk of all is 
Labrador belonging to New- 
foundland rather than-Quebec. 
It is the result of a décision 
made by the British Privy 
Council in 1927 arid. still not 
recognized offi ed ally by 
Quebec. 

The awkward andl costly 
territorial divisions are the 
result of ambiguous treaties 
dating from the earliest days 
of Canada. 

Newfoundland claimed Lab- 
rador because her fishermen 
thas-bases along the coast, and 
was awarded the area when 
Britain. got Canada from 
France in 1763. “However, 
there was so much confusion, 
about fishing rights that Lab- 
rador was transferred — to 
Quebec. in 1774 and. the 
arrangement stayed in effect 
until 1809 when Newfoundland 
was given the area again 
because Quebec had neglected 
the fisheries. :

Organized crime is gaining 
a foothold in the businesses of 
B.C. because of easy legisla- 
tion, it was charged in the 
legislature Tuesday. 

The gambling connections of 
Benguet Consolidated  Ltd., 
the company which controls 
Alpine Outdoors Recreation 
Resource Ltd. in fhe proposed 
development of Cypress Bowl, 
are “only a symptom of this 
disease;"—-A Ta n— Williams 
(L—West Vancouver-Howe 
Sound) said during discussion 
of the attorney-general’s esti- 
mates. ‘ 

Every day, .said Williams, 
organized crime-seeks oppor- 
tunities to invest its “illicit 
profits in legitimate private 
enterprise . 


AVOID DISCLOSURE 

Under present provincial - 
laws, it is ‘easy to avoid 
disclosure of holdings in com- 
panies, he said, Someone else 
could hold shares for the real 
owner's. 

Williams suggested -a cor- 
porations’ disclosure ‘act to 


make it possible to uncover . 


exactly who are actual-owners 
of shares. 

NDP MLAs. have been’ re- 

~peatedly asking Attorney- 

General Leslie Peterson to 
state definitively that Benguet 
and its affiliates will be barred 
from operation within B.C, 

The Benguet involvement in 
the province was brought up 
by ‘opposition leader Dave: 
Barrett at the beginning of 
the afternoon sitting when he 
repeated his question-of Mon- 
day night: ‘Are they in or are 
they out?" 
STILL INVOLVED 

Barrett said he had talked 


in the morning by telephone . 


to an official of the Grand 
Bahama Port Authority, an 
affiliate of Benguet, and wis 
told that the company: still 
considers . itself involved in 
planning for the Cypress Baw! 
project. He called upon Peter- 
son to give a firm answer on 
whether Benguet would be 


able to continue to do business 
in B.C, 

The company official also 
said that aprepresentative of 
the company was. on-his way. 
to the-west coast to visit-B,C. 
and cafry on negotiations in 
the case. 

*‘UNACCEPTABLE’ 

Peterson replied that it was 
“most unlikely’’ that the 
company would be permitted 
to operate in B.C., though 
there were still some details 
of the company under investi- 
gation. 

Fhe attorney-general- read 
letters from -Resources Minis- 
ter Ray Williston sent to 
Alpine, the company owned 75 
per-cent-by Benguet, indicat- - 
ing that the present financial 
control of the company was 
“unacceptable” and__ setting 
a deadline of May 31, 1970, for 
action to be taken. 

Barrett asked why “Alpine 
was being given.a deadline of 
May. 3h in view of the 
international reputation of 
Benguet as a company con- 
nected with a crime syndi- 
cate.

The age of majority in 
British Columbia will be 
lowered from 21 to 19 
year’s of age in a bill in- 
troduced into the legisla- 
ture today by Attorney- 
General Peterson. 


This means that per- 
sons 19 years of age will. 
be eligible ‘to purchase 
and consume liquor, hold 
property, g’et, married 
without ‘permission ~ of 
parents, and .any other 
rights previously granted 
persons 21 or over. 


The bill automatically 
means all references to 
age 21 in existing statutes 
will be read as 19, and 
gives the .cabinet power 
to amend any regional 
or municipal bylaw to 
substitute the age of 19 
for 21. 


There have been indications 
for some time that the 
province would move toward 
making the majority 19. 


In recent years the provin- 
cial voting age was dropped to 
19 while federal and funicipal 
elections require the voter be

Baffin Bay and the Eastern Arctic. 


They said- the tanker will con- 
tinue experiments to determine the 
economic feasibility. .of transporting 
crude oil from Alaska’s North Slope 
fields to the U.S. East Coast by sea.

Objective of the second voyage is 
to establish a cost comparison 
between tanker transport of oil and 
construction of an overland pipeline. 


“We expect no record - making 
precedent and gur planned activities 
will be mainly restricted to the 
measuring of iee and testing the 
ship’s performance,” the spokesman 
said. 


Meanwhile. in Ottawa, federal 
officials believe they have located the
